Father-in-Law Kilgallen was sitting across 
the room when his European son-in-law 
acknowledged that he had laid his hand not 
in love on the bride of a few months. He 
leaped across the room and landed one 
punch on the count’s jaw that stretched the 
young man on the carpet. Friends prevented 
further hostilities. 

The count denied last night that he 
hed “licked’’ his wife in Hot Springs or 
that he had knocked or thrown her down- 
stairs in the Kilgalien residence at 330 
Michigan avenue when she sustained the in- 
juries which have kept her in the hospital 
for several weeks. 

The count seems to fear that the Hecking 
have mot come to an end. 

These developments came to light yes- 
terday out of the latest episode in the 
Chicago career of the Count von Mourik de 
Beaufort—being his arrest for disorderly con- 
duct at St. Luke’s hospital when he tried to 
force his way into his wife's room 

The count’s disorderly case yesterday morn- 
ing was continued for one week by Judge 
Bruggemeyer in the Harrison street court.

R. J. Birmingham’s Death Believed Due 
Indirectly to Wound in Fight with 


Alleged Bandit. 


Wounded by a bullet fired nearly — years 
Harry Felmberg, now serving sen- 
— 7 Joliet penitentiary, Detective Rich- 
ard J. Birmingham, 42 years old, $141 Doug- 
las boulevard, of the Maxwell street station, 
died Wednesday at his residence. His death 
is believed to have been indirectly due to

Birmingham was sent on Jan. 5, 1905, to 
68 West Twenty-fifth street (old number) 
with two other detectives to arrest Feinberg 
on a charge of robbery.

Birmingham was wounded dangerously 
and for a month hovered between life and 
death.

He went to the Dunning hospital about 
three months ago, where physicians diag- 
nosed his case as softening of the brain, 
but a week ago he returned to his residence. 
The funeral will be held at the residence 
tomorrow afternoon.

Steps to prevent a repetition of similer 
Gccurrences were taken immediately at a 
meeting of the joint strike committee. 4 
commissary department will be established 
at once and hereafter all strikers will be 
paid only in food and supplies. It was de- 
cided to cash all outstanding vouchers. 

Three main food depots will be opened. The 
first one was established during the day at 
Potomac avenue and North Lincoln street 
for the northwest side.

INDIFFERENCE TO THE LAW. 
| Employers Pay Yominal Fines mer 
than Obey Rules. 


Washington, D. C., Nov, -11Sensational 
charges of repulsive conditions in child labor 
in continental Europe are made in a special 


report published in the latest issue of.the 


bulletin of the United States bureau of labpr. 
The report was made by Dr. C. W. A. Vedita, 
professor of sociology in George Washington 
university, who made a special investigation 
in Austria, Belgium, France, Germany, Sen- 
Ber land. and Italy. 

Child labor in -Beigium not paid at all: chil- 


dren in Austria beginning work before 6 


years of age; child iaborers drilled to disap- 
pear through (rap doors at the approach of 
4mapectors, and a genera! indifferent enforce 
ment of the child labor laws through which 
employers find it more profitable to pay the 
nomal fines imposed than to obey the reg- 
ulations are some ot the conditions desctibed 
in the report. 

The general conclusion le that child labor 
lass abroad are in many essential respects 
‘poorly enforced and that the penalties im- 
posed for vidlations are ridiculousiy smal) 
and of practically no deterrent value 


Children Get Left-Over Beer. 

In Austria only one-fourth of the child 
workers are employed in esteblishments 
that are inapected annually. The force 10 so 
inadequate that it would take fifty-nine years 
to visit pnoe every. establishment subject to 
the labor laws. The majority of the smaller 
oencerns are never visited. A large propor- 
tion of children receive wages of 50 cents to 
$1.60 a month. Those employed in saloons and 
bowling alleys usually average 4 cents an 
hour plus free beer, sometimes left over by 
guests. 

In Belgium many violations entirely eevape 
éetection, the report says. Only a fractiondl 
part of the cases of detected violations are 
brought to trial and in these cases the fines 
imposed &verage about one do One- 
fourth of the child laborers undd 16 yeare 
of age either get no money wages or earn 
len than 10 cents a day, more than one-half 
of them receive between 10 and 0 cents a 
day, and lese than one-fifth receive w cents 
or more. 

Lax Enforcement in France, 

In France the ehactment of new labor 
laws has proceeded much more rapidly than 
provisions for their enforcement. At the 
end of 1008 there were still 178,136 establish- 
ments subject to the law that never had 
been visited by an-inspector. Some of the 
lass works drill their child laborers in 
quickly disappearing through trap doors to 
avoid detection and the employers offer 
prizes for the children most agile in that 


performances. 


Among the most frequent and flagrant vio- 
lators of the rules governing child labor are 
religious and charitable institutione, such 
as orph ges, says the report, in which the 
children usually get no wages for their 
labor, are worked overtime. and under condi- 
tions violating not only the law but the ordi- 
nary rules of hygiene. 

In Germany a small proportion of em- 
ployers found violating the law receive pun- 
ishment. In 1008, for instance, 16,008 estab- 
Ushments illegally employed persons under 
16 years of Age. The number of offenses 
was 20,817, but only 1,607 persons were pun- 
labed.

However, despite the fact that comparisons 
are odious, comparisons must be made in the 
interest of information. First, it must be said 
that the occasion last evening was not nearly 
so salty as that in which Miss Donnelley par- 
ticipated.

The burning pastes and past- 
ers sold as depiiatories have to be used fre- 
quently, always with the danger of a scar; the 
pumice leaves no bad effects, but does the 
work. If a fine grained stone is used it will 
neither redden nor roughen the skin and fret 
class drug stores usually keep the stones, which 
come in different shapes and sizes. It does not 
increase the growth, either in thickness or 
coarseness and in time the roots become dis- 
couraged and die.

HERE are an extraordinary number of 
books of biography and reminiscences 
published this week. Books lof this 
class are becoming every day more 
popular, and publishers are on the look- 

out for people who have lived more or less 

interesting lives to write out their story. 1 

have already sent you a review ot Stcd- 

man’s Life and Letters, which, of course, is 
the most important of these books, and there 
are several others, including the fir.it volume 
of Monypenny’s “LIFE OF BENJAMIN 

DIGRAELI” [Muecmillan}). In hie sheit 
preface Mr. Monypenny tells us that the 

main source of the biography of which this 

is the first volume is the great masg of papers 
bequeathed by Lord Beaconsfield to the late 

Lord Rewton and now in the keeping of the 

trustees of the Beaconsfield estate. This 

book is, therefore, the authoritative life of 

Queen Victoria's favorite prime minister. 

Mr. Monypenny had every opportunity offered 

him in the writing of this life and be has 

had the good sense to let the letters of Dis- 
raelj tell the story. I don't know whether peo- 
ple keep letters in these days, they cer- 
tainly do not write them, but in the nineteenth 
century they not only wrote letters, but kep; 
them. The life of Benjamin Disraeli is as 
romantic as any of his novels, as a matter 


his own life fer Vivian Grey and - 
tarini Fleming.“ 

We have the story of Disraeli’s ancestry 
in his own words. The first Disraeli to settle 
in England was the grandfather of Benjamin, 
who went there from Spain in 1748. Mr. 
Monypenny, however, thinks that Diereeli s 


‘story of his family origin ts more pictureéque 


than true. The tradition of an ancestor who 
took part in the great Jewish exodus from 
Spain in the time of Ferdinand and Isabella 
may or may not be well founded, but it is 
not supported “Dy any independent evi- 
dence.”” The story of the long gojourn in 
Venice is even more open to suspicion; ne 
trace of the family having been discOverud 
in Venetian archives till a period subsequent 
to the migration to England. It was only 
after the family arrived in England that the 
“DD” was added to the name. The father 
of the original Benjamin was plain Isaac 
Israeli. The name Israeli, according to M:. 
Monypenny, is an Arabic word meaning 
Israelite, which from its constant applica. 
tion to individual Jews by the non-Jewish 
population in Moorish Spain and in the Le- 
vant, frequently developed into a permanent 
surname. 

Mr. Monypenny finds the accounts which 
Disraeli gives of his early years in such frag- 
ments of autobiography, letters, notes, and 
conversations as have come down to us are 
hot easy to harmonize. When Disraeli wrote 
„ Vivian Grey,“ says Mr. Monypenny, his 
ambition was turned toward the world of 
action; and when he wrote Contarini Fiem- 
ing de was dreaming of winning fame by 
literary creation. It is to Contarini that we 
must look for the most vivid representation 
of the interne] struggles by which Disraeli’s 

guth, no less than his hero’s, must have been 

rawn. 

The pictures that have been drawn of the 
young Disraeli securing early initiation into 
the world of fashion and politics through the 
guests he met at his father’s table are, ac- 
cording to thie chronicler, devold of truth. 
Isaac Disraeli’s chosen companions were 
those with whom his attendance at the Brit- 
leh museum brought him into contact, or his 
studi into sympathy. John Murray, the 

u jer, was Isaac Disraell's close friend. 
lie had seen Benjamin grow up from boyhood 
and was among the firat to notice his unusua! 
capacity. While Benjamin did not meet the 
world of fashion and politics at his father’s 
table. he did meet the world of Mterature at 
the Murray table. where as a young man he 
was often invited to dine. 

Murray was se deeply impressed with the 

ung I's ability that he wrote to 

khart about him when he was still a 


youngster, saying: 
I never met with a young man of greater promise, 


indefatigable application, and a complete 
of business. His hnowledwe of human nature 
the practical] tendency of all his ideas have 
often eurprised me in a young man who has hardiy 
passed his twentieth year, and above all, his mind 
end heart are as pure as when they were first 

& most excellent temper, too, and with young 

ple, by whom he is universally loved, as pia) ful as 
A child. I have been acquainted with him from his 
birth, but it is only within the last twelve months 
that I have known him. 

Disraeli began by studying law, but his 
tastes were all in the direction of Uterature. 
He wanted to be a writer and a novelist, 
and nothing discouraged him in his attempt. 
His own manners and costumes were as pic- 
turesque as those of his heroes. An entry 
in Meredith’s diary during Disraeli’s visit to 
London with his manuscript of The Young 
Duke gives us this picture: 


March 29.—B. D. to dine with me. He came up 
Regent street, when it was crowded, in his blue 
surtout, a pair of military light bive trousers, 
black etockinge with red stripes, and shoes! “ The 
people,“ he said, “‘ quite made way for me ee 1 
passed. It was like the opening of the Red sea, 
which I now perfectly believe from ex; erience. 
Even well dressed people stopped to jook at me.“

Among his papers found at Bradenham is 
one that Mr. Monypenny describes as the 
“ Mutilated Diary.” In this we find the 
entry: 

Sept. 1, 1688. 

T have passed the whole of thie year in uninter- 
rupted lounging and pleasure—with the exception of 
offering myself for Marylebone and writing a pam- 
phiet, but the expected vacancy, thank God, did 
net occur; and one incident has indeed made thie 
year the happiest of my life. How long will these 
feelings last? They have stood @ great test, and 
now absence, perhaps the most fatalofall My 
life has not been a happy one. Nature hae gives 
me an awful ambition and fiery passione. My life 
has been a struggle, with moments of repture—a 
storm with dashes of moonlight—love. poetry,

My disposition ts now indolent. I wish to be idle 
and enjoy myself, muse over the stormy past aad 
smile at the placid present.
